The War Production Board took 
an initial step today toward even- 
tual forced conversion of about 88 
per cent of the cotton textile in- 
dustry to war. or.essential civilian 
production. . 


Acting after months of investi- | 


gation and study, WPB ordered 
from 20 to 100 per cent of the 
weaving looms in textile mills .ow 
producing various civilian cotton 
fabrics shifted to manufacture of 
bagging for sandbags, camouflage 
cloth and food and agricultural 
bags. 

Cotton mills were granted up to 
60 days in which to complete the 
required change-over, which WPB 
said was necessary to compensate 
for losses of burlap supplies, for- 
merly imported from India, and

President Roosevelt today an- 
nounced a plan to seize any useful 
enemy-owned or controlled patents 
and apply them to America’s war 
effort, regardless of technical le- 
gal obstacles. By defining patent 
rights as property, he said, it 
could be done under his wartime 
emergency powers. . 

To this end, he told a press 
conference, he has directed Leo 
Crowley, the alien property custo- 
dian, to conduct an exhaustive 
survey of thousands of enemy pat- 
ent holdings and to take any steps 
necessary to make them available 
for war production.

The Senate Patent Committee 
has been conducting hearings on 
a bill by Senator Bone, Democrat, 
Washington, to give the govern- 
ment sweeping patent seizure 
powers. President Roosevelt indi- 
cated, however, that he already 
had certain seizure powers under 
the first war powers act. 

Mr. Roosevelt announced his 
patent seizure plan wihtout wait- 
ing to be questioned by reporters. 
The correspondents immediately 
began raising questions as to legal 
obstacles that might be encoun- 
tered. 

Legalities Ignored. ae 

They mentioned such possibili- 
ties as foreign-owned patents-that 
have been technically transferred 
to American citizens; and bona 
fide patent pools, through which 
American and foreign concerns 
have lumped their patent holdings 
for their mutual advantage. 

Mr. Roosevelt replied that it was 
not a matter of legal technicalities, 
but of what America might need 
to win the war. Seized patents 
would be available to all United 
Nations, he said, answering an- 
other question. 

Senator Bone said he had not 
been informed of the President’s 
order but was not surprised “be- 
cause I know the President’s views 
on patents.” 

“This simplifies our problem 
somewhat because the executive 
has stepped in and done some- 
thing,” the senator said, adding 
that the order applied only to for- 
eign patents or those linked with 
foreign pools and that many do- 
mestic patents also were vital to 


the war effort. .

War Situation 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(/) 
In an unusual series of confer- 
ences, which included the fourth 
meeting of the Pacific War Coun- 
cil, President Roosevelt today re- 
viewed the war situation from the 
thawing plains of Russia to the far 
reaches of Australia. 

Besides the Pacific Council, com- 
posed of representatives of the sev- 
en nations battling Japanese ag- 
gression, these United Nations’ 
representatives called upon Mr. 


Roosevelt in almost unbroken pro- 
cession: | 

Russian Ambassador Maxim Lit- | 
vinoff; the Chinese foreign minis- 
ter, Dr. T. V. Soong, accompanied 
by Lieutenant General Hsiung, 
chief of a military mission to this 
country; Minister Alexander Lou- 
don of the Netherlands, with Lieu- 
tenant Governor General Hubertus 
J. Van Mook, of the Dutch East 
Indies. 

Between times Lord Beaver- 
brook, in charge of British supply 
activities here, and Harry L. Hop- 
kins, war supply advisor to the 
President, lunched with the chief 
executive. 

Hopkins Present. 

Hopkins also appeared before 
the War Council and later mem- 
bers described his report on his 
recent visit to Great Britain as “‘in- 
teresting and encouraging.” Hop- 
kins and General George C. Mar- 
shall, Army chief of staff, returned 
to the United States Sunday after 
two weeks of conferences with 
United Nations’ leaders in London. 


The council meeting brought 
from Dr. Soong the comment that 
“we are progressing,” while Leigh- 
ton McCarthy, Canadian minister 
to the United States, asserted that 
“I think we all agree we are get- 
ting places. EveryPy seems to 
be more cheerful.”” ™~ 

What was said at the various 
conferences was, of course, a mili- 
tary secret of the highest order, 
but it seemed obvious that the war 
situation, and especially its indus- 
trial production and supply aspects 
were given a close scrutiny. 

Meanwhile, Donald M. Nelson, 
cihairman of the War Production 
Board, told a senate committee 
that the country was “over the 
hump” where military production 
was concerned. 

Out-producing Axis.

“America, England and Russia 
are producing essential war mate- | 
rial in much larger quantities than 
our Axis enemies,” he said. “I be- 
lieve we are over the hump on'| 
production and we are getting in- 
creased quantities. We still have) 
a reserve built up by the Axis na- | 
tions to overcome, but in a few | 
months, I think we will overcome 
that.” 

In the house, Representative 
Cannon, Democrat, Missouri, of the 
House Appropriation Committee, 
said the United States alone was 
now producing as much war ma- 
terial as Germany, Japan and Italy 
combined and had passed from the 
defensive to the offensive. 

Nelson made one complaint— 
against congressional criticism of 
the dollar-a-year men who are 
serving the government. Such 
criticism, he said, was making it 
difficult for the government to ob- 
tain the services of trained execu- 
tives from the business field.

The German report said that 
alarms sounded between 4 and 5 
p. m. Japanese time (3 and 4 a. m., 
eastern war time), and that “for 
central Japan the all-clear sound- 
ed about 5 p. m., while the alarm 
remained in force for weS8tern Ja- 
pan, especially for Kyushu.” 

Kyushu is the most southern 
and westerly of the four main 
Japanese islands, nearest China. It 
has many steel mills, the great 
Sasebo naval base and the im- 
portant port of Nagasaki. 

The German broadcast said 
nothing of planes or bombs, so the 
alarms may have been precaution- 
ary or nervous reaction to the 
raids Saturday on Tokyo, Yoko- 
hama, Nagoya and Kobe, 

The Japanese made several 
broadcasts about those raids. 

One said various ministers re- 
ported to the cabinet that Japa- 
nese life had been affected only 
in a few instances and to small 
degree and that the transportation 
system was hardly disturbed. 

Another, in French, told of two 
planes being attacked Saturday by 
Japanese interceptors. 

“Shortly after 1 p. m. (Satur- 
day), they picked up an enemy 
plane which seemed to be of the 
North American B-25 type, flying 
at less than 1,000 meters,” said 
this broadcast. 

Antiaircraft fire caused the 
plane to reduce its altitude, the 
report continued, and “the enemy 
plane then attacked with machine- 
gun fire and, flying close to the 
ground, fled along a certain river. 

“The enemy plane then climbed 
but was attacked again over 
Oshima island (60 miles south- 
west of Tokyo) at 1,500 meters. It 
caught fire and lost altitude grad- 
ually, finally disappearing in the 
clouds. But from the circumstances 
it appears the plane must have 
fallen into the sea.” 

Nipponese Version. 

Then a Lieutenant Umegawa 
was quoted on the other encoun- 
ter as follows: 

“When we were flying over Mito 
we picked up an enemy plane of 
a Lockheed-Hudson type flying at 
low altitude.

From Bataan, 


U.S. Reveals 


Only Handful Evacuated 
to Corregidor, Says 
War Department. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—+(P) 
Out of a total of sume 3,000 Na- 
tional Guardsmen who took part 
in the heroic defense of Bataan 
peninsula in the Philippines, only 
107 were evacuated to Corregidor 
before Bataan fell, the War De- 
partment disclosed today. The 
others who are still alive are 
probably prisoners of the Japa- 
nese. 

The 3,000 men comprised the 
192d and 194th Tank Battalions 
and the 200th Coast Artillery, 
anti-aircraft. 

Three officers and 104 enlisted 
men of the 200th Coast Artillery 
were evacuated to the Corregidor 
fortress, a communique said. The 
200th regiment, numbering ap- 
proximately 1,400 men, was com- 
posed entirely of New Mexico 
troops. 

Each of the tank battalions was 
believed to have contained be- 
tween 700 und 800 men. The 192d 


Wisconsin, Illinois, Ohio and Ken- 
tucky, and the 194th of companies 
from Minnesota, Missouri, Cali- 
fornia and Washington state. 

Besides National Guardsmen, 
regular Army troops and Filipino 
contingents took part in the de- 
fense of the peninsula, the Filipi- 
nos comprising the bulk of the 
forces. Most of the defenders, re- 
ported to total less than 37,000 
when Bataan fell, are believed in 
the hands of the enemy. 

Earlier in the day, a communi- 
que disclosed that Corregidor and 
the other island forts in Manila 
Bay had emerged with colors fly- 
ing from a terrific pounding by 
Japanese big guns and dive bomb- 
ers. The communique reported 
that “damage inflicted was not 
great.”

Urged To Give 
People Truth 


Can’t Win War by De- 
ceiving Readers, Pub- 
lisher Says. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—(4)— 
Frank S. Hoy, of the Lewiston 
(Maine) Sun and Journal, today 
urged the nation’s newspaper pub- 
lishers “to give the people of 
America the truth of the war, 
good or bad,’’—and not give them 
“Pollyanna talk of victories won 
when we have actually lost.” 

“To help accomplish this, the 
newspapers must be left free to 
do their own independent report- 
ing and their own thinking,” he 
said at the opening of the 56th 
annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation. ‘“‘We are not going to win 
this war by deceiving the peo- 
ple, by withholding casualty lists, 
by making war seem easy when 
we know that it is going to re- 
quire ‘blood, sweat and tears.’” 

Hoy, chairman of the ANPA’s 
first session, said that the news- 
papers were telling the truth now 
and that it was their responsibil- 
ity to see that the public con- 
tinued to get the truth. 

“The newspapers of this coun- 
try are co-operating under a vol- 
untary censorship and they are 
careful not to publish any. infor- 
mation that would be of value to 
our enemies,” he said. “Through 
correspondents in all strategic bat- 
tle zones and by means of all 
modern methods of communica- 
tion, the newspapers are present- 
ing amazingly complete, accurate 
and colorful accounts as well as 
timely news pictures of this world 
wide conflict.” 

Scoring what he termed “waste- 
ful propaganda,” Hoy said that 
newspaper offices were being 
flooded with wasteful and silly 
publicity stories emanating from 
Army and Naval services, and 
from innumerable government bu- 
reaus. 

“The waste of time, money and 


= lof materials is positively shock- 


ing to those of us who are be- 
ing forced to save paper, to save 
labor, and to reduce costs where- 
ver possible,” he said.

Swells Allies 


Thousands of Recently 
Shifted Men Report 
to Near East. 


CAIRO, Egypt, April 21.—(/)— 
A new army of many thousands 
of Poles from Russia ha§ arrived 
in the Near East to swell the Al- 
lied forces in this region. 

In Russian camps since the col- 
lapse of Paland, these soldiers 
now are claé@ in uniforms supplied 
by Britain. They are in rugged 
health and, as one stalwart put it: 
“We only want to get back into 
battle at the side of other Polish 
units already here to avenge Hit- 
ler’s rape of our country.” 

Their commander is General 
Wladyslaw Anders, who had 
charge of Polish forces in Russia. 

Joseph Stalin agreed some 
months ago with General Wlady- 
slaw Sikorski, premier-war min- 
ister of the Polish government-in- 
exile, to let out 25,000 Poles to 
fight in the Near East. 

There was a long delay but fi- 
‘nally they came and the number 
'was considerably above the figure 
agreed upon. 
| In the meantime they had al- 
|ready been supplied with British 
‘uniforms bearing the word “Po- 
land” on every sleeve. 

Accompanying them was a 
woman’s corps garbed also in 
British battle dress with breeches 
and military boots. These Polish 
girls are unrouged, have no lip- 
stick but some are beautiful. 

They are not combatants but 
are assigned to jobs of danger and 
difficulty, such as driving trucks 
and ambulances at the front. “All 
of us men and women have only 
one war cry and one prayer,” said 
one. “It is: ‘Poland will live

On RAF Raids 


American dAjir Force 
Units Being Ferried to 
Bases in Britain. 


LONDON, April 21.—P)— 
Heavy bombers of the United 
States Air Force, the first of the 
All-American striking units which 
soon will fly wing-to-wing with 
the .RAF against the Nazi conti- 
nent, are being ferried to British 
operational basis, it was reported 
reliably tonight. 

Any day now, the British expect 
to see the red, white and blue 
Star insignia of the United States 
planes, and air correspondents of 
the national press are saying that 
the planes and their American 
crews will make Britain 
world’s greatest air base.” 

This fruition of plans for joint 
air action is the most noticeable 
consequence of the visit here of 
General George C. Marshall, the 
United States chief of staff, 

Marshall’s Prediction. 

Last Saturday, before he flew 
back to the United States, General 
Marshall said that United States 
Air Force units soon would be at 
fields in all parts of Britain and 
that United States troops in the 
British isles would participate in 
British commando raids on Nazi- 
held European coasts. 

The first United States planes— 
to be flown and probably serviced 
by Americans—are understood to 
be big bombers capable of flying 
the Atlantic and going into service 
quickly after mechanical tune-ups 
and establishment of base facili- 
ties, which will be provided large- 
ly ready-made by the British. 

To follow by ship will be me- 
dium bombers and possibly dive 
bombers, which some commenta- 
tors long have regarded as the 
RAF’s greatest need, 

At the receiving end of this im- 
minent combined offensive action, 
the German occupying forces in 
northern France, the Netherlands 
and Belgium, were reported by 
Dutch sources today to be build- 
ing up a bicycle army to combat 
invasion thrusts from the British 
isles. 

Reports From Holland. 

Dutchmen escaping from the 
Netherlands said cycle factories in 
the Low Countries and Denmark 
were working at top speed on Ger- 
man army orders. They said also 
that the German officers and sol- 
diers were extremely jittery over 
Allied invasion prospects. 

Likewise the Norwegian Tele- 
graph Agency said that several 
more divisions of German troops, 
including an armored force, had 
been sent to Norway to guard 
against possible United Nations in- 
vasion. 

Defenses were said to have been 
especially strengthened and exten- 
sive mining carried out in the 
Bobo area, below the commando- 
raided Lofoten islands, and all 
landing places in the 
Trondheim and Narvik vicinities 
were said to have been barricaded 
with concrete strongpoints 
barbed wire. 
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O’Hare Give Highest Honor, ° 


Made Lieutenant Commander 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(4) 
For perhaps the “most daring sin- 
gle action in the history of combat 
aviation,” a young naval lieuten- 
ant, Edward H. O’Hare, received 
his country’s highest honor today 
from President Roosevelt. 

It was last February, 20 that 
O’Hare, assigned to a carrier op- 
erating near the Gilbert Islands, 
lifted his plane from the flight 
deck and streaked for nine heavy 
Japanese bombers bent on pound- 
ing his ship to the bottom of the 
Pacific. In five minutes he shot 
down five of the bombers and 
damaged a sixth. 

Today O'Hare stood beside his 
commander-in-chief, stifling his 
surprige by standing rigidly at at- 
tention, and was awarded a pro- 
motion to the rank of lieutenant 
commander and a Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

Watching proudly was his bride 
of a few months, and it was she 
who placed around his neck the 
blue ribbon from which the star- 
shaped bronze medal was suspend- 
ed. That was because President 
Roosevelt fumbled helplessly with 
the clasp and then turned the job 
over to hands which, he said, were 
more skillful than his own. 

Although the Chief Executive is 
an expert at putting people at 
ease, the little ceremony in his 
office more nearly overpowered 
the St. Louis flying ace than did 
all the Japanese he saw in the epic 
air duels over the Pacific. His 
brief words of appreciation were 
almost inaudible. , 

Only O’Hare’s eyes, blinking and 


twisting, betrayed his nervousness 
during thé moment when Mr. 
Roosevelt read this in | 
matter-of-fact tones: | 

“For conspicuous gallantry and | 
intrepidity in aerial combat, at

grave risk of his life above and 
beyond the call of duty, as section 
leader and pilot of Fighting 
Squadron 3, when on February 20, 
1942, having lost the assistance of 
teammates, he interposed his plane 
between his ship and an advancing 
enemy formation of nine attacking 
twin-engined heavy bombers. 
Without hesitation, alone and un- 
aided, he repeatedly attacked this 
enemy formation at close range in 
the face of their intense combined 
machinegun and cannon fire, and 
despite this concentrated opposi- 
tion, he, by his gallant and coura- 
geous action, his extrem@ly skillful 
marksmanship, making the most of 
every shot of his limited amount 
of ammunition, shot down five 
enemy bombers and severely dam- 

ed a sixth before they reached 
the bomb release point. 

“As a result of his gallant ac- 
tion, one of the most daring, if not 
the most daring single action in 
the history of combat aviation, he 
undoubtedly saved his carrier 
from serious damage.”

Revision Covers Status 
for Voluntary En- 
listment. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(/) 
|The Army today modified physical 
standards for voluntary enlistment 
or induction of selective service 
recruits. 

To cover men with disqualify- 
ing physical defects which can be 
corrected, a new classification— 
Class 1-A (suspended)—was add- 
ed‘to the three previous physical 
classifications: Class 1-A, quali- 
fied for general military service; 
Class 1-B, unfit for general but 
qualified for limited military serv- 
ice, and Class 4, physically unfit 
for any military service. 

The War Department listed 
among common examples of cor- 
rectible physical conditions den- 
tal defects, correctible nasal ob- 
struction, repairable hernia and 
remediable nutritional defects. 

Men rejected for such reasons, 
the department said, are subject 
to re-examination by Army me- 
dical boards which will reclassify 
them when the defects have been 
corrected.

No More Isolationism 

Adoption by the Republican national com- 
mittee of a resolution declaring the United 
States should assist in bringing about co-opera- 
tion among the countries of the world in the 
post-war era marks the passing of the last 
stronghold of that strange irrationalism, isola- 
tionism. 

When, in some future century, the history 
-of our times is written, one of the most puzzling 
aspects of American life of the past two decades 
will be the isolationists. There are, of course, 
many excuses for this belief, now happily a 
thing of the past. All those excuses, however, 
boiled down to their essence, are founded upon 
the ignorance and lack of understanding of the 
isolationists themselves. 

It is no new thing. The minority group of 
the senate which succeeded in hamstringing 
this nation’s part in the peace problem after 
the first World War were, as a matter of fact, 
stubborn isolationists who could not see that 
no nation can remain aloof from others in the 
world of today. By their refusal to join the 
other free nations in the world court and league 
of nations, those anti-Wilson senators must 
always bear a large part of the blame for this 
second World War. 

Isolationists obstructed this country through 
the years just past when informed men, lead 
by President Roosevelt, were striving desperate- 
ly to prepare the nation for the war which has 
now, inevitably, come. 

Isolationists, through ignorance it is true, 
would have left the- United States helpless, 
betrayed into the power of a ruthless conqueror, 
had they had their way. 

Isolationism passes without regret, but with 
sorrow for the harm it has done in the past. 

If there be any remaining isolationists in 
this country today, they should be known by 
another name. They should be, and doubtless 
will be, branded as traitors. For that is, in 
effect, exactly what they are, traitors to their 
nation’s cause, their nation’s safety and their 
nation’s high destiny.

To Straighten the Kinks 

United States industry is doing, on the 
whole, a magnificent job of war production. 
Donald Nelson has said the nation will, by the 
end of this year, be ahead of the schedule set 
up by President Roosevelt when the war began. 
And that schedule was so tremendous that, at 
the time of its setting, the whole world thought 
accomplishment impossible. 

There are, of course, somé unsatisfactory 
spots in the picture. That is inevitable, human 
nature being human nature. However, one by 
one, those delaying kinks are being straightened 
out and, with each straightening, the nation 
moves faster and more directly toward the goal 
of certain victory. ’ 

Undoubtedly there have been some war 
plants where labor troubles have been, and are, 
responsible for production delays. Only recently 
a list of such plants where labor had delib- 
erately “slowed down” was made public. That 
Situation will be taken care of in due course, 

In other plants failures by management 
must be blamed for inability to reach full 
production speed. In yet others lack of raw 
material or shipping delays are blamed. 

All these things will be remedied, no matter 
what drastic action is needed to end the delays. 
Only this week President Roosevelt had the 
Navy take over three plants manufacturing 
combat-type warplanes because of “dissatisfac- 
tion with the management.” 

Congress is ready to consider bills which 
will effectively curb delays due to labor troubles 
or restrictions. Paul McNutt, newly appointed 
chairman of the War Manpower Commission, 
is charged with the task of handling labor 
priorities, on the voluntary system, so that the 
nation’s available labor supply may be most 
effectively used. 

President Roosevelt will send a special mes- 
sage to congress next week and, also next week, 
will speak to the nation by the radio. Both in 
his message and in his address he will deal 
with the problem of increasing war production. 
Congress will take no action on pending bills 
for labor and industry reform until after the 
President has thus expressed his views. 

It must always be remembered that, in all 
the ramifications of the problem, there is but 
one objective in view. That is to place America's 
war production plant in highest possible gear. 
If this can best be done by placing federal 
control over management, by restricting profits 
on contracts or by changing the limit on work- 
week hours without overtime pay, it must be 
done. 

In other words, the kinks in the national 
production program must be straightened so 
that we may be able to smother the Axis war 
machines at the earliest possible moment. 

Every day that victory is brought nearer 
means the saving of lives of American boys in 
the armed forces.

This is bound to 
be reflected in music. 

It ties in aptly with the recent remarks of 
an American officer on the Bataan peninsula, 
who was quoted as saying, “There are no athe- 
ists in foxholes.”

real significance of the Tokyo 
raid lies more in the effect it will have on future Japanese naval 
operations than on the actual damage our bombers may have in 
flicted on cities of the pompous little Asiastic empire. 

Because of the damage done our fleet in the 
surprise blow at Pearl Harbor, the Japs evi- | 
dently thought they were immune, for the time 
being at least, to carrier-based plane attacks. 
Most of her fleet was engaged in the south | 
Pacific, several thousand miles from home | 
bases. | 

In the face of this situation, we, presumably, 
moved carriers within striking distance of her 
front yard and made a devastating attack on 
three of her principal cities.. It is reasonably 
certain that our carriers, accompanied by 
cruisers and battleships, encountered no oppo- 
sition, or we would have heard about it. There 
are no claims by the Japanese on this score. | 

Even though it were intended as only a 
sneak punch, the fact that we got away with it 
once would cause us to try to do it again. The 
Japs know that—probably fear worse. Hence 
the effect of the raid will undoubtedly be to 

force a recasting of Japanese naval forces. Many of her naval units 
now operating in south Pacific waters will likely be brought home 
post haste to meet the new American carrier threats. |

if the German navy, led by the powerful new 50,000-ton battleship 
Tirpitz, broke loose in. the Atlantic and succeeded in the bombard- 
ment of New York, Boston, Norfolk and other of our leading coastal 
cities. 

Immediate demands would arise for bringing in the fleet to 
cope with the situation. Military necessity would dictate such a 
course, 

That, we may surmise, is what is happening in Japan today. For 
the first time in some 2,000 years the island empire has felt the 
blows of an invader. Bombs and incendiaries have been showered 
on her fragile cities in a well-executed blow. We are yet to learn 
how many planes took part in the raid or the real extent of the 
damage done, but the fact that it was spread out over a period 
of several hours and four of her largest cities were hit is evidence 
enough of the masterful way the mission was conducted. 

If the truth were Known, Tokyo still is in the throes of the 
worst case of Japanese jitters ever known in the history of the 
country. The fact that they had several false alerts over the week- 
end after the Friday raid is’ proof of the point. We may be sure 
that the Navy left them running around in circles.

London or Berlin compared to what they are in Tokyo and the other 
paper-bamboo cities of Japan. One good-size American bomb is 
said to be capable of destroying 400 Japanese houses. They go 
down like match boxes. 

Since the great earthquake of the early twenties, American engi- 
neers rebuilt a considerable part of the Japanese metropolitan areas 
with fireproof and quakeproof modern construction. These build- 
ings will stand up under bombs as well as our own, or those of 
London and Berlin. But in the residential sections of her great 
cities the houses are as flimsy as cardboard. It is nothing unusual 
or extraordinary for a fire to destroy 2,000 houses in a single night. 

If that can happen under normal peace conditions, what are 
the possibilities of a rain of incendiaries during war’? 

From the standpoint of bombing attacks, Japan has long been 
recognized as the most vulnerable country in the world. A sus- 
tained air attack, carried out over a period of days, is believed 
to be capable of wiping out her great cities, where most of her war 
industries are centered. She is the weak link in the Axis chain in 
this respect. 

Later, when our great long-range bombers are in mass produc- 
tion, we are going to give them a sustained tdste of the sample 
attack they got last week. It will be some months yet before the 
huge bombers are rolling off the assembling lines in sufficient 
quantities, . 


FASTER THE BETTER But, in the meantime, there will be 


other carrier-based plane. raids of 
the sort that elated the country so much last week. It was the first 
notable achievement we had registered since the war started for 
us; the country was hungry for such news. 

The faster they come, the better. Every time we send a bomber 
over aJpan, more Japanese naval vessels will be called in to. pro- 
tect home waters. Soon we will have them battling in a defensive 
position for their lives. When that time comes, the end—so far 
as the Japs are concerned—will be in sight.

They are doing this for a number of reasons. 

One of them is for your right to vote. 

That is one of the highest privileges of citie 
zenship. The right to vote. 

You may have been doing a good job learn- 
ing to be an air-raid warden, a fire-watcher 
or a first-aid instructor. 

That's fine. 

But if you haven't registered to vote—if you 
haven’t made up your mind to vote—then you 
are not worthy of the men who already have 
died for you, and of the others who will die for 
you so that you may have that right. 

Give it a serious thought. 

Not many of us have given it a thought.

It is the highest privilege of citizenship. 

We haven't always treated it so. 

There is time.. There is an important elece- 
tion coming up. It is important to every citizen 
of Atlanta. It is important to those who live 

outside the city but who make their living in Atlanta. Atlanta must 
elect a mayor on May 27. 

There is time to register. They have made it a bit complicated 
for you. There is time to find out what to do and how to register. 
Check and see if you are on the list. This is a tricky one. The 
odds are you are not, 

There is time. 

But it is later than you think. 

WILL YOU DO SOMETHING ELSE? The pressure groups 

are registered. They 
are busy at work registering all they can find who will support 
them. 

The various groups of labor, of city employes, of those whose 
jobs depend on patronage, are registered. The politically-minded 
groups are in. 

They always are. 

They are able to make up the balance of power in almost any 
election because not many other persons take the trouble to register, 
In a city of more than 300,000, some 14,000 persons will decide who 
will run the city. 

You ought to register. Then, you ought to study the candidates, 
to investigate their characters, their backgrounds, and their records, 

Find out who their associates have been. 

Discover who is supporting them. 

The “bug racketeers” all are registered and they will do thig 
very thing. They will find out who is their best man. 

The men who run vice in our town, the ones who have the 
cheap hotels, the ones which are raided so often; the ones who 
have the “houses” which the police are concerned about today, they 
have found out who will have the softest hand. 

The ordinary citizen doesn’t do much about it. He says, “Oh, 
well, it doesn’t make much difference. They are all alike.” 

Too often, because of public apathy, that is true. 

It isn’t always true. 

So, do this one other thing. 


VICIOUS METHODS There has grown up in Atlanta a vicious 

practice which would make any decent 
man shrink from offering for public office. If it isn’t stopped with 
this election, it will grow. The old city hall gang, jailed 10 years 
ago, used to use that weapon. 

They will whisper of one candidate that he was caught in a car 
with a woman. They will take the telephone book and city direce- 
tory and locate the neighbors of the candidate. They will telephone 
his neighbors and say that the man was drunk or that he mistreats 
his family. 

They work at this thing as systematically and as hard as a@ 
church would at taking a census of members. 

That's why politics so often is “dirty” and “crooked.” 

So, there is another thing you can do. 

If you hear a whispered campaign against a candidate, mark it 
down as a lie. Nothing else. | 

If there is anything in his record it will be brought out pub- 
liclv. no matter who the candidate. 

This is a most important election. Atlanta is to grow in ine 
dustry, in population and in financial return. The problems will 
multiply many times. 

It is important that a man who can represent all the people, 
who is honest, capable, and without any undesirable connections, 
be elected. 

It is to be about a $15,000,000 business this mayor must handle.

People were not indifferent; they were tense enough to explode 
because they realized their danger and.itched to be doing something 
and nobody with authority would tell them what to do. 

Many of them are still in that state, and still they ask: “What 
can we do to help?” 

The answer is not’ to be found in one place, but is easily asseme 
bled from official statements and the facts themselves, 

When doctors enter a plague district, or nurses enter stricken 
homes, or efficiency experts take charge of balled-uh factories, 
their first act is to survey the job to learn how big and how bad 
it is. They must know the worst. 

That is absolutely necessary, for only by knowing the worst can 
they make adequate plans to overcome it. If they ignore ugly facts, 
or kid themselves about the size of the job, they are licked before 
they start. 

But once they have sized up the job, and made adequate prepara- 
tions to handle it, the worst is over. The rest is merely the routine 
business of following a plan. There are no checks or surprises in 
store if you know the worst. 

Churchill won immortality when he took charge after Dunkirk 
and told his people the grim and dreadful truth. England was 
whipped to her knees and without weapons to repel invaders. Yet 
the truth, plus desperation, gave the people courage to fight on 
regardless of odds. 

So our first need is a mental attitude—a complete realization 
of what we face in the next two years, and the determination to 
face it without flinching, come what may. ; 

Can we take it? Can we go down again and again, and come 
back bloody but unbowed? Can we take all the enemy can give, 
yet keep an unconquerable spirit? Have we got the guts? That is 
the only question. 

We must forget everything but winning. We must forget all 
racial, class and group differences, and fight together as comrades.

GROWING TREES. 
ATHENS, Ga., April 21.—Trees, 
like other crops, require some ate 
tention if they are to yield the 
highest returns. Foresters of the 
Agricultural Extension Service say 
that trees need to be protected 
from fire and to be properly har- 
vested. However, unlike most 
crops, trees require no cultivation, 
no fertilizer, and only a small 
(amount of care, 
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More Precious Than Diamonds In War Pro- 
duction. :.Carboloy is an American trade- 
mark for cemented tungsten-carbide, an alloy 
second only to diamonds in hardness, more pre-: 
cious than diamonds as’ a ‘vital material in 
America’s war program.

General Electric Creates Independent Pro- 
duction . . . The General Electric Company 
two years before this had begun research on 
tungsten-carbide and foresaw its importance in 
industrial production. For immediate use in its 
own plants and for easier availability to others, 
General Electric undertook the long and ardu- 
ous negotiations for the American rights. Lim- 
ited rights were obtained in 1928 with Krupp 
continuing to export the material to its United 
States customers, a business which languished, 
however, as General Electric painstakingly de- 
veloped its own Carboloy technique.

The University System's budget 
approved yesterday by the Gov- 
ernor for the current quarter to- 
taled $1,769,246 compared to $1,- 
580,785 in the previous quarter. 

The increase of nearly $200,000 
was ascribed by State Auditor B. 
E. Thrasher Jr. to expenses con- 
nected with the Navy’s new pre- 
flight training school: at Athens, 
national defense vocational work 
and expansion of the state medi- 
cal school at Augusta. 

The state’s share of the total 
is $557,417, compared to $294,683 
in the quarter ending last March 
31. The balance will be supplied 
from the income of the various 
units, including federal grants of 
$166,024. 

Housing Expenditure. 

Thrasher said the state would 
have to spend about $200,000 to 
provide housing, training fields 
and other facilities at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia for the naval 
school. Only a fraction of this, 
however, is included in the pres- 
ent budget. 

The expenditures will be self- 
liquidating, the auditor added,

With Officials 
Of Food Trade 


General Price Problems 
To Be Discussed at 4- 
Day Conference. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(P) 
The Office of Price Administration 
today called a four-day confer- 
ence with representatives of the 
food trade, beginning here Wed- 
nesday, to discuss general price 
problems at the manufacturer, 
wholesale and retail levels. 


OPA announced that three man- 
ufacturers, three wholesalers and 
three retailers—including repre- 
sentatives of independents, co- 
operatives and chain stores—from 
each branch of the trade had been 
invited to attend. Trade branches 
to be represented wil include fats, 
oils and soaps; canned fruits and 
vegetables, coffee, packaged ce- 
reals, prepared flour mixes, citrus 
fruits and juices, tea and spices, 
household supplies, cocoa and 
chocolates, dried fruits and jams, 
jellies and preserves. 

At the same:time, OPA tele- 
graphed manufacturers of rolled 
and wire glass an invitation to at- 
tend another meeting here April 
29 to discuss maximum prices on 
their products—used in windows, 
skylights and office partitions.
